FOR the purpose of prohibiting a ground lease holder from collecting certain ground 3 

rent payments, bringing a certain action, or obtaining a certain lien unless the 4 

ground lease is registered with the State Department of Assessments and 5 

Taxation and the ground lease holder has mailed a certain bill to certain 6 

addresses; altering the required contents of certain notices; repealing a certain 7 

deadline for registering a ground lease with the Department; repealing certain 8 

provisions of law relating to the extinguishment of the reversionary interest of a 9 

ground lease holder for failure to register the ground lease before a certain date; 10 

requiring the Department to prepare a certain Deed of Redemption that 11 

contains certain information; establishing the cost of recording a Deed of 12 

Redemption; requiring the clerk to forward a copy of a recorded Deed of 13 
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Redemption to the Department; making certain conforming changes; 1 

establishing that certain ground lease extinguishment certificates are void and 2 

have no effect; requiring the Department, on request of a ground lease holder or 3 

leasehold tenant, to cause to be filed in the land records of the county in which a 4 

certain ground lease extinguishment certificate was filed, a certain notice that 5 

the extinguishment has been invalidated by a certain court decision and that 6 

the underlying leasehold interest remains in full force and effect; providing for 7 

the construction of this Act; and generally relating to ground leases. 8

NOTE REGARDING YOUR RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER 10 

MARYLAND LAW: 11 

 

THE GROUND LEASE HOLDER IS REQUIRED TO REGISTER THE GROUND LEASE 12 

WITH THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF ASSESSMENTS AND TAXATION AND IS 13 

PROHIBITED FROM COLLECTING GROUND RENT PAYMENTS UNLESS THE 14 

GROUND LEASE IS REGISTERED. [As] IF THE GROUND LEASE IS REGISTERED, AS 15 

the owner of this property, you are obligated to pay the ground rent to the ground 16 

lease holder. TO DETERMINE WHETHER THE GROUND LEASE IS REGISTERED, YOU 17 

MAY CHECK THE WEB SITE OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF ASSESSMENTS AND 18 

TAXATION. It is also your responsibility to notify the ground lease holder if you 19 

change your address or transfer ownership of the property.  20 

 

If you fail to pay the ground rent on time, you are still responsible for paying the 21 

ground rent. In addition, the ground lease holder may take action to collect the past 22 

due ground rent which may result ultimately in your loss of the property. Please note 23 

that under Maryland law, a ground lease holder may demand not more than 3 years of 24 

past due ground rent. If you fail to pay the ground rent on time, you should contact a 25 

lawyer for advice.  26 

 

As the owner of this property, you are entitled to redeem, or purchase, the ground 27 

lease from the ground lease holder and obtain absolute ownership of the property. The 28 

redemption amount is fixed by law but may also be negotiated with the ground lease 29 

holder for a different amount. For information on redeeming the ground lease, contact 30 

the ground lease holder. If the identity of the ground lease holder is unknown, the 31 

State Department of Assessments and Taxation provides a process to redeem the 32 

ground lease that may result in your obtaining absolute ownership of the property. If 33 

you would like to obtain absolute ownership of this property, you should contact a 34 

lawyer for advice.”. 35 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That any ground lease 36 

extinguishment certificate issued by the State Department of Assessments and 37 

Taxation under former § 8–708 of the Real Property Article is void and has no effect. 38 
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 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, if a ground lease 1 

extinguishment certificate issued under § 8–708 of the Real Property Article, as it 2 

existed immediately before the effective date of this Act, was filed in the land records, 3 

on request of the ground lease holder or the leasehold tenant, the State Department of 4 

Assessments and Taxation shall cause to be filed in the land records of the appropriate 5 

county a notice that states “The Certificate of Ground Lease Extinguishment, recorded 6 

(insert the appropriate month, day, and year) has been invalidated by the Maryland 7 

Court of Appeals pursuant to its holding in Muskin v. State Department of 8 

Assessments and Taxation, 422 Md. 544 (2011) and the underlying leasehold interest 9 

remains in full force and effect unless otherwise redeemed under applicable Maryland 10 

law.”  11 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act may not be 12 

construed to prohibit a ground lease holder who registers a ground lease under §  13 

8–704 of the Real Property Article, as enacted by Section 1 of this Act, after the 14 

effective date of this Act from collecting ground rent payments or taking any other 15 

action to enforce any rights under the ground lease, subject to § 8–111.1 of the Real 16 

Property Article, after the ground lease is registered.  17 

 

 SECTION 3. 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take 18 

effect July 1, 2012.
